— In their order No. RM-2(7)/69, 
dated 1st April, 1969, the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Steel & Heavy Engineering had set up a Com- 
mittee consisting of Shri R. C. Dutt. Secretary, Ministry of 
Steel and Heavy Engineering as Chairman, Shri K. K. Ray, 
Coal Controller, S'hri K. K. .Dhar, Director Department of 
Mines & Metals, Shri Hari Bhushan, SIA, Ministry of Steel 
& Heavy Engineering, one representative of Railway Board, 
Director, Central Fuel and Research Institute, Dhanbad and 
Shri K. S. R. Chari, Coal Mining Adviser, Ministry of Petro- 
leum & Chemicals and Mines & Metals as members. 

2. The term of reference of the Committee was as 

under 

"In the light of the coal blends suggested for adoption 
from time lo time and which have also formed the basis 
of planning the public sector wash cries, to suggest rational 
and equitable distribution of coaking coal including raw 
coal to the steel plants by linking each plant with one or 
more washeries mines. The Committee will also recom- 
mend the steps necessary to cut down in the interests of 
conservation, on a long term basis, the proportion of 
prime coaking coal in the blend.” 

3. The Committee submitted its report on 12th August, 
1969. The various conclusions and recommendations made 
by the Committee have been examined by the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Steel & Heavy Engineering in con- 
sultation with the Department of Mines & Metals. A sum- 
mary of the recommendations of the Committee and the 
Government’s decisions thereon is given in the annexuro,

The Committee have noted with satisfaction the investigations 
already conducted hy the Central Fuel Research Institute and 
other Agencies to determine suitable blends to be charged into 
Blast Furnace mainly with a view to reducing the use of prime 
coking coal and recommend that these investigations should 
continue to the extent, necessary, in future also, 

The Committee recommend that the Steel Plants should instal 
suitable equipment to enable blending and selective preparation 
of coal and to carry out further experiments of possible blends on 
commercial scale on tbe basis of tbe results obtained by the pilot 
plant studies of the CFRI and other agencies. 

The committee recommend that in order to utilise fully coking 
coal as well as blendable coal available in the country, it is 
necessary that sufficient washing capacity is created to wash 
blendable coal with high ash content. 

The committee recommend that to avoid wasteful use of blendable 
coal, the Colliery Control Order should be extended to regulate 
distribution of blendable coal. 

The Committee’s studies'' show that the current level of produc- 
tion of coking coal Is sufficient for the immediate present, 
In view of the long gestation period, however, the committee re- 
commend that it would still be necessary to consider colliery 
development projects which would yield results during the 
Fifih and subsequent Plan periods 

The Committee have suggested equitable distribution of coal to 
the steel plants. Within the framework of the outline given 
therein suitable adjustments could be made by the Coal Con- 
troller m consultation with the Railways after taking into acc- 
ount the supply and demand position. 


In order to even out the disparities in cost of coal to Steel Plants 
due to disproportionate allocation of washed raw coal, the 
Committee recommend that a scheme of levying surcharge on 
raw coal should be considered. 

The committee has recommended that as far as possible, the 
Coal Controller should allocate and the Steel Plants should 
draw washed coal in preference to raw coal. Temporary sur- 
pluses of coking coal may be released for non-meta]lurgicaI 
consumers and for exports etc. 

Tbe Committee recommend that HSL should indentify the defi- 
ciencies and undertake even marginal investments, wherever 
necessary, so as to bring uPlthe ■ washeries to their rated capa- 
cities so that the cost of washed coal might come down and 
larger quantities of acceptable quality of coal to the steel plants 
were ensured. 

Till coal is produced in Chasnala Mine itself, the washery at Chas- 
nala which is ready might be UBed as a Central Washery with 
coals obtained from outside. The possibility of washing group 
A/B coals in Gldi might also be studied, 


The Committee recommended that there should be a periodic 
review of the linkage of the central washeries to the collieries, 
keeping in view the characteristics of the constituent coals 
and the movement facilities available. 

The Committee recommend that the steel plants should 
undertake the study of the unloading facilities at their end 
and make modifications necessary, so as to ensure timely 
release of empties.
